19.—Quite a 


number of the acts of the Philippine 
commission lias been received at the 
war department. One-of tbe most im- 
portant is for the establishment of a 
department of public instruction in the 
islands. It provides for a general de- 
partment of public instruction with a 
central office at Manilla under the di- 
rection of a general superintendent, to 
be appointed by the commission at a 
salary of $(>,000 per annum. Schools 
are to be established in every pueblo 
in tho archipelago, where practicable, 
and those already established shall be 
reorganized where necessary. There 
are to be 10 school divisions in the 
archipelago, each with a division su- 
perintendent. According to the terms 
of the act. the English language, as 
soon as practicable, shall be made tbe 
basis of all public instruction, and sol- 
diers may be detailed as instructors 
until replaced by trained teachers. 


Authority is given to the general su- 


perintendent to obta.in from the Unit- 
ed States 1.000 trained teachers at 
salaries of not lens than $75 nor more 
than $100 per month. The act provides 
that no teacher or other person "shall 
teach or criticise the doctrines of any 
church, religions sect or denomina- 
tion, or shall attempt to-influence the 
pupiis for or against, any church or 
religious sect in any publid school.'' 
Violation of this section is made pun- 
ishable by summary dismissal from 
the public: service. It is provided, how- 
ever, that it may be lawful for the 
priest or minister of the pueblo where 
the school is situated to teach religion 
for one-half hour, three t'sass a week, 
in the school building, to pupils whose 
parents desire it 
The act also pro- 


vides for a normal school at Manilla 
for the education of natives in tbe sci- 
ence of leaching. 


Among the other acts ia one declar- 


ing all persons in arms against the au- 
thority of the United States in the 
Philippine Islands, and all persons aid- 
ing or abetting them on the first, day 
of April, 1301, or thereafter, ineligible 
to hold any office of honor, trust or 
profit ia the Philippine Islands.

janitors or large stores and sorting 
and selling the paper and boxes to 
east side dealers, says the New York 
Evening Post 
Man.y others bny the 


newspapers that accumulate ia office 
buildings and sell them for wrapping 
paper, and even turn them into aioney 
at the paper mills, though the price 
paid is low. A business peculiar to 
the east side is that of buying xut! 
selling pawn tickets The men in tiu ' 
line seldom redeem the pledges ard , 
realize on their sale 
They buy the 


tickets at 6 to 10 per cent of the 
amount nainea on the ticket and then 
sell them at 10 to 25 per cent of the 
amount loaned. Only articles of con- 
siderable value are inspected before 
the sale or purchase of the ticket, for 
the pawnbrokers charge 25 cents for 
any such inspection. If the face value 
of the ticket is sinail the speculator 
relies on the judgment of the pawn- 
broker. 
A msmber of men are en- 


gaged in a door-to-<}oor canvass, buy- 
ing small articles of silverware. The 
poorest people, in the most wretched 
parts of the city, usually have some- 
thing in silver, a spoon, a charm or a 
thimble it may be, and in ease of dis- 
tress, if eviction for nonpayment of 
rent is impending or ready money is 
needed for immediate medicine or for 
drink, the silver-buyer makes a profit- 
able purchase. There is also the man 
who peddles cinders to people too 
poor to afford coal. . He obtains his 
supply froui the places where the ele- 
vated road dumps its ashes, picking 
out the half-burned coals and peddling 
them in a push cart
